fon that makes the Perfons-of Ambafladors invio-

fenfive or defenfive, could be made; the End’ of 
Embaffies would ceafe, and all the Governments of 
the World muft fall.together by the Ears: For, at 
that Rate, the Character of an Ambaflador would 
be worfe than what Sir Henry Wotton makes it, viz. 
That they are fent Abroad to tell Lies for the com- 
mon Good. For if their Mafters were not oblig'd 
-by the Law of Nations to puni{h them, they.might 
cominit all Sorts of Villanies dnd Crimes again{t 
the Governments and People whither they are fent,
